New Snowmobile 
Regulations 
Announced By 
Irwin Haskett 


New regulations respecting 
insurance, equipment require- 
ments, driving rules and regis- 
tration of motorized snow vehicles 
were announced today by Hon. 
Irwin Haskett, Minister of Trans- 
port for Ontario. It is anticipat- 


ed that there will be about 70,000 | without reasonable consideration 


of these vehicles in the Province 
ot the end of this winter season. 
The new legislation, which be- 
comes effective on November 1, 
stipulates that a motorized vehi- 
cle must not be operated on a 
highway unless its operator is 
insured under a motor vehicle 
liability policy in accordance 
with the Insurance Act. The 
owner is required to produce 
evidence on request. 

The operator is not required 
to have ony type of driver's li- 
cence...but no one under the 
age of 16 is allowed to drive on 
a highway.

In order to enforce the regula- 
tions, it is necessary to be able 
to identify each motorized snow 
vehicle. For that reason, each 
must be registered before it can 
be operated anywhere in this 
Province... .on or off the highway. 
The registration fee is $4.00 and 
the permit is valid for the two- | 
year period from November Ist, | 
1968, to October 31st, 1970. A | 
green and white licence plate is 
issued which must be attached 
to the front of the vehicle.

The nine -pins 
were set up in diamond shape 
first on a bed of clay, and as 
time passed cinders were used as 
on alley.

In 1969 we will nothave 
direct representation on the Sec- 
ondary Board, there will be no 
local Board of Education and we 
will not have a direct Deseronto 
representative to the Has- 
tings Board.

| only Deseronto, but as well 
Tweed and the township of Tyen- 
dinaga, Hungerford, and Hunt- 
inton. This person will be one 
Voice on a Board of 16 adminis-
